OUR FIRST RESPONSIBILITY — A m ericans are 
know n to be the m o st generous people on e a rth — and 
am o n g the m ost generous people in A m erica are the 
residents of Palm Springs. 
Due to the seasonable n a­ 
tu re of this com m unity, an d its rep u tatio n for respon­ 
siveness to an y w orth-w hile cause, our residents are 
probably called on to contribute m ore in a few m onths 
th a n in the av erag e com m unity which spreads its drives 
o v er a tw elve-m onth period. 
O ur appeals com e so fast 
th e y overlap each o th er an d we find ourselves contri­ 
b u tin g to m ore th a n one cause in a single week. 


Since Palm S prings is considered to be a com m unity 
of well-to-do people it is easy to overlook th e fact th at 
we have m any h ealth and w elfare service agencies 
w hich are entirely dependent upon v o lu n tary contribu­ 
tions of local residents for th eir very existence. 
Like 
ev ery other city an d town in the nation P alm Springs 
h as its Boy and Girl Scout organizations, its Health 
C enter, other y o u th groups and w elfare agency. 


W E MUST TA KE CARE O F OUR OWN. 


T h e agencies w hich com prise th e Palm Springs Com ­ 
m u n ity Chest depend solely upon y o u r volunteer con­ 
tributions. 
They cannot look elsew here for help. 
It 
m u st come from o u r local people — we cannot expect 
th e residents of a n y o th e r city or town to help these 
local agencies. 
T h ey have th e ir own to look out for. 


So let’s face th e facts. O ur Palm Springs C om m unity 
C hest which opened its an n u al appeal m ore than tw 
m o n th s ago is $8,000 short of the m inim um estim ates of 
th e agencies for th e ir needs d u ring the n ex t twelv 
m onths. 
It is an unh ap p y situation. 
Goodness only 
know s how much w e contribute to national fund drives, 
all of which are vital to th e w elfare of the nation. Amid 
all th is giving we m u st not overlook o u r own needs 
we m ust ta k e ca re of o u r own w ho cannot look else' 
w h ere for support. 


L ess any rea d er m usunderstand, I w an t to m ake it 
clear that I would not mim imize the im portance of these 
m a n y nation-wide causes which are w orthy of whole 
h ea rted support. 
But I do w an t to bring to the atten 
tion of all of our year-round and w in ter residents th a t 
th e people of th is com m unity have not y et provided 
adequately for th e ir own health, youth an d w elfare 
agencies "which a re entirely dependent upon you for 
th e ir continued service to th e com m unity. M any have 
responded but th e re has not been quite enough to fill 
the need.
